Shortly afterwards, Mr. Sumner engaged in the 
most important senatorial contest of his whole life 
mid had the happiness to come out of it victorious. 
It was in opposition to what was known as the 
■I Blaine amendment ” to the Constitution. It was 
in these words: 

Article—. Representatives shall be apportioned 
among the several States which may be included 
within this Union according to their respective 
numbers, counting the whole number of persons in 
each State, excluding Indians not taxed : Provided, 
That whenever the elective franchise shall be denied or 
abridged in any Slate on account of race or color, all 
persons therein of such race or color shall be excluded 
from the basis of representation. 

It was widely and plausibly argued that this 
"bribe to do justice ” would induce the rebels, of 
their own free will, to give the right of suffrage to 
the negroes, and that such a concession would be 
better for the peace of the whole country than the 
bestowal of the franchise by the power of Con¬ 
gress. 

Mr. Sumner opposed it with all his power, be¬ 
cause it sought to introduce the idea of race and 
color into the Constitution, and “ to petrify it there 
forever; ” and because it was incompatible with 
the true theory of a Republican form of govern¬ 
ment. He said of it that it borrowed an example 
from Pontius Pilate in turning over an innocent 
race to sacrifice. He offered this contrary propo¬ 
sition : 

Be it resolved, etc. : That there shall be no Olh 
garchy, Aristocracy, Caste, or Monopoly invested 
with peculiar privileges and powers, and there shall 
be no denial of rights, civil or political, on account 
of color or race anywhere within the limits of the 
United States or the jurisdiction thereof ; but that 
all persons therein shall be equal before the law, 
whether in the court-room or at the ballot-box. 
And this statute, made in pursuance of the Consti¬ 
tution, shall be the supreme law of the land, any¬ 
thing in the Constitution or laws of any State to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

In support of this resolution, the Senator made 
one of the most elaborate speeches of his life—one 
of the amplest discussions of the whole subject of 
Republican government to be found in political lit- 
wature. 

Mr. Fessenden opposed Mr. Sumner’s substitute 
*ith intensity and personal acrimony, and ridiculed 
the idea of admitting the negro on equal terms with 
the political family by virtue of an act of Congress. 

Mr. Sumner replied to Mr. Fessenden a month 
kto* in a long speech, in wkidh the arguments of 
bis opening address were analyzed and sustained by 
Authorities and historical examples. 

Congress adjourned without passing the amend¬ 
ment.

THE REBELLION IN ALABAMA. 

From a recent speech in favor of the admission 
of Alabama, by the Hon. William D. Kelley, we 
quote the following: 

A cotton-planter, one who served as a surgeon in 
onr army, rising, I believe, to the position of the 
surgeon of the corps, whom I have known from boy¬ 
hood, and for whose endurance, courage, and vera¬ 
city I can vouch, writes thus : 

• .i ‘ ? be 0011118 °1 this county are being held, pre¬ 
sided over by rebel judges, with packed juries, in 
violation of military orders and law, so that there 
m not the shadow of chance fora Northern man nor 
freedman to receive justice. If Congress will ad¬ 
mit us we can correct many of these evils through 
the Legislature and Governor, and take care that 
the like shall not be repeated. We can then also 
protect ourselves in every particular without assist¬ 
ance from any other source, as we have nearly one 
hundred thousand true, loyal freedmen, who would 
rally to a man in support of law and order, and 
maintain them. Such is the business and social os- 
tiacism that now exist here that nnless Congress 
does admit us many will be compelled to leave, and 
we have none to spare. I trust Congress will not 
abandon the loyal men of Alabama in tMs crisis and 
turn us over to the cruelties of these unprincipled 
rebels, but will speedily relieve us from our present 
sufferings and oppressions, and give ns the oppor¬ 
tunity, so that we can easily take care of ourselves. ” 

Mr. Speaker, the paragraph just read may not 
seem to be pertinent to the line of suggestion I was 
presenting; bnt in the letter I find the following, 
clipped from one of the papers of that section : 

“We had overlooked the following resolution 
unanimously adopted at its last .meeting by the 
Democratic elnb of Marion : 

“ ‘ Resolved, That the members of this club, in 
their social intercourse, will not recognize any man 
as a gentleman or a friend to his country who may 
accept any appointment to office under’the recon¬ 
struction acta of the Congress of the United 
States.' ” 

In another letter received to-day, dated so late as 
the 20th, the writer incloses a pleasant little clip 
from the Tuscaloosa Monitor. I beg gentlemen to 
listen to it, that they may know how voters had 
reason to believe they would be treated by their 
“ Democratic ” brethren if they courageously ex¬ 
pressed their opiMons at the polls under the law 
of Congress. It is not copied from a Republican 
paper. It is no misrepresentation, but is here in 
the type of that model Democratic organ the Tus¬ 
caloosa Monitor : 

“ We reiterate the advice Mtherto offered to those 
of our Southern people who are not ashamed to 
honor the service of the * lost cause ’ and the mem- 
mory of their kith and kin whose lives were nobly 
laid down to save the survivors from a subjection 
incomparably more tolerable in contemplation than 
in realization. That advice is to touch not a loyal- 
leaguer’s hand ; teste not of a loyal-leaguer’s hos¬ 
pitality ; handle not a loyal-leaguer’s goods. Oust 
him socially ; break him pecuniarily ; ignore him 
politically ; kick Mm contagiously ; hang him le¬ 
gally ; or lynch him clandestinely—provided he 
becomes such a nuisance as Claus or Wilson.”

GEN. LEE AND HIS COLLEGE. 

From the Detroit Poet 

Among the new professors at Gen. Lee’s college, 
for whose support the contributions of the loyal 
people are requested, is Matthew F. Maury. In 
science he is a charlatan ; in oitizensMp, a traitor. 
He ran away from WasMngton after the war broko 
out; distinguished himself again by running away 
from Mobile when Gen. Canby attacked it; went to 
Mexico after the war closed, and has been a 
grumbling, discontented, unreconstructed rebel 
ever since. His influence will only confirm and 
encourage the rebellious spirit of Gen. Lee’s cour¬ 
age. If a loyal Northern man should endow that 
institution with fifty thousand dollars his son 
would find existence intolerable, nnless he “ minded 
his own business,” by giving no utterance to na¬ 
tional sentiments, or to his candid opiMons in 
favor of equal rights and liberty for all. The 
members of Gen. Lee’s college are dressed in the 
Confederate gray, and boast that no Federal blue 
is allowed for a moment to flaunt its insolence in 
the face of the “ high-toned ” reblings who flock 
there to learn “patriotism” of Lee and Maury. 
They have a military discipline, and are thus kept 
in an organized condition, making them suscepti¬ 
ble to that influence wMch emanates from re¬ 
bellious associations, and is propagated, if not 
strictly inculcated, by the presence of the chief 
who was at the head of the rebellion, and prolonged 
its vitality after ite natural strength had departed. 

The question is not whether this system of edu¬ 
cation is of sufficient importance to justify any in- 
terfereuce or even any opposition. But it is 
of sufficient importance to demand consideration 
when the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher “ and other 
clergy ” nse their influence to persuade the friends 
of the government and the mends of liberty and 
i equal rights to contribute to the support of such a 
' college. Mr. Beecher, in defence of Ms plea, re¬ 
marks that if he had been bom and bred in the 
South, he should have done as Gen. Lee did— 
would have secured in confidence all possible in¬ 
formation in regard to the plans of Gen. Scott, and 
then have gone secretly over to the rebels, and em¬ 
ployed all the intellectual resources wMch he had 
obtained at the expense of the country to war 
against and destroy it. Mr. Beecher has, perhaps, 
studied to some good purpose the injunction, 
“ know thjself,” and can speak with the more con¬ 
fidence on such a point. Admiral Farragut and 
Gen. George H. Thomas, for example, are proofs 
that some men have such an inherent sense of right 
and so keen a perception of their obligations as to 
be able to act differently in such an emergency 
from Gen. Lee and Mr. Beecher. We do not see, 
however, what Mr. Beecher’s admission has to do 
with enricMng Gen. Lee’s rebel hotbed. “But 
for the grace of God there goes John Newton, ” 
that divine remarked when he saw a criminal on 
the way to the gallows. But he did not propose 
that because a clergyman might have been a vil¬ 
lain, that it was best to conciliate the villain by 
setting np a school for him where, Fagm-like, he 
could teach boys to be pick-pockete and tarn them 
out at graduation as accomplished house-breakers. 
It is undoubtedly true that the line which divides 
a man’s educational misfortunes from his consum¬ 
mated faults is very obscure, and that it is very 
difficult to decide where response vie* begins 
and irresponsible ignorance ends ; but that affords 
no e3or encouraging eitaer the ignorance that 
“uses the vice, or the vice which proceeds from the 
ignorance. 

In sustaining Gen. Lee and his college we are 
helping him to be a patriot, very much as if we 
should help a gambler to reform by providing Mm 
•with the capital for a faro bank, or promote hon¬ 
esty by presenting a new set of burglar’s tools to 
a convicted but pardoned cracksman, who had for¬ 
feited his “jimmy” and his skeleton keys to the 
police. If Gen. Lee believes that he was wrong, 
and has resolved to retrieve his error by teaching 
patriotism and liberty at his institution, that is one 
tteng. But there is no proof of it, unless Mr. 
Beecher and his friends regard the choice of 
Maury, who has never repented and probably 
never thinks of it, as good evidence of a change of 
heart. If Gen. Lee still believes that he was right, 
and has nothing to say in behalf of the national 
cause and of human rights, that is another tMng; 
and it is no argument to be addressed to loyal men, 
at least, in favor of supporting Ms school, to say 


that Mr. Beecher or any other man would have 
done as Lee did under the same circumstances. 
We have to deal with facts, not possibilities. And 
the facts are that Lee and Maury are not repentant, 
apd would resent the imputation that they do not 
oberish “the lost cause ” as fondly and S’ncerety 
as ever. Such being the oase, can the Northern

MUNCH A USEN1SMS. 


The relation of ingenious and preposterous sto¬ 
ries may not be the most profitable occupation in 
which one could be engaged ; but it is one of those 
exercises of grotesque fancy which may serve very 
well now and then for an hour’s entertainment. 
The most famous and systematic originator of this 
sort of stories is supposed to be an individual called 
the Baron Munchausen, and his name has become 
a synonym for literary efforts of this character. 
The term canard, from the French, is often used 
to signify an improbable story, and its origin, 
which may be new to some of our readers, excel¬ 
lently illustrates the meaning of the word. A 
Frenchman once sent to a newspaper a statement 
of an experiment which he had lately made proving 
the wonderful voraoitv of ducks. TTe bad a flock 


the wonderful voracity of ducks. He had a flock“ 
he said, of twenty of these fowls. One day he 
killed one of them, and cutting it into very small 
pieces, fed it, feathers and all, to the other nine¬ 
teen, who ate it all up in a few minutes. He then 
killed another, and cutting it into small pieces, fed 
it to the other eighteen, and it was quickly de¬ 
voured. He killed another, and fed it to th6 seven¬ 
teen remaining ducks, and still another which he 
fed to the sixteen ; and so continued until finally 
there was but one duck left, which duck had, of 
course, eaten all the other nineteen. Canard being 
the French word for duck, any exaggerated story 
was subsequently called a “ canard,” or a “ duck 
story;” as in this country we speak of 
story, ” or a “ snake story. ’ ’ 

It is sometimes very well to exaggerate a little 
for the sake of bringing ridicule upon those who 
relate “ tough yams,” and imagine that the listen¬ 
ers will believe them. Some one gives the advice :

The people of Gascony, France, it is known, 
have a world-wide reputation for boasting, from 
whence comes the word gasconade. A Gascon was 
once vaunting his eyesight to a citizen of Paris in 
the Bue Notre Dame. “ Zounds,” said he, “ from 
this very place I see a mouse running at the top of 
the tower.” “I do not see it yet,’’said the citizen, 
quietly, “but I hear it trot.” 

A traveller was relating some improbable stories 
of feats performed by Chinese jugglers, and spoke 
of one who set a ladder on end in an open space 
and walked the rounds to the top. “ I have seen 
a greater feat than that,” remarked a bystander ; 
“ I have seen a juggler go to the top of a ladder 
in the same way, and then pull the ladder up after 
him” 

An Englishman was once making some extraor¬ 
dinary statements as to the speed of a horse which 
he owned. “My dear sir,” said an American, 
“ that is rather less than-the average speed of our 
roadsters. I live at my country seat near Phila¬ 
delphia, and when I ride to town in a hurry in the 
morning, my shadow doesn’t keep up with me, but 
generally comes into the store a minute or two after 
my arrival. One morning my horse was restless, 
and I rode him as hard as I could several times 
around a large factory, just to take the old Harry 
out of him. Well, sir, he went so fast that I saw 
my back before me the whole time, and I was 
twice in danger of riding over myself.” 

Another Englishman, it is said, having heard a 
great deal about the Yankee propensity of “brag¬ 
ging, ” thought he would make an experiment in 
that art himself. He walked up to a market wo¬ 
man’s stand, and pointing to some large water¬ 
melons, said : “ What! don’t you raise any bigger 
apples than these in America?” “Apples!” 
said the woman, disdainfully, “anybody might 
know you was an Englishman. Them’s hucklf 

The above will be sufficient to illustrate the us 
of Munchausenisms as a method of repartee. But 
another purpose to which some glib talker has pro¬ 
fessed to put such stories is of quite a different 
character. He says he finds them very effective 
in opening oysters. He places the oysters in a 
circle, and, seating simself in the centre, com¬ 
mences some very surprising narrative. One by 
one they begin to gap with astonishment, and as 
they open their mouths, he has his knife ready, 
whips them out, salts, peppers, and swallows 

We call to mind several stories which we imagine 
would be of greaj; service to the gentleman above 
mentioned, and perhaps a brief statement of some 
of them might not be inappropriate here. The 
first will refer to a very heavy fog which once visited 
the State of Massachusetts, which probably some- 
■what surpassed the fogs of the city of London. A 
young man was sent out to the meadow to nail on 
a few courses of shingles on a bam, the roof of 
which was nearly finished. “At dinner time,” 
continues the farmer, who is responsible for the 
story, “thefellow came up and sez he : ‘ That’s an 
almighty long barn of your’n.’ Sez I, ‘Not very 
long.’ ‘Well,’ sez he, ‘I’ve been to work all this 
forenoon and havn’t got one course laid yet.’ 
‘Well,’sez I, ‘you’re a lazy fellow, that’s all I’ve 
got to say.’ So after dinner I went down to see 
what he’d been about, and I’ll be thundered if he 
hadn’t shingled more than a hundred feet right out 
onto the fog 1” 

The second will be of a very rich farm, concern¬ 
ing which the narrator says: “I went over last 
Summer with two friends, and Jones took us on a 
four acre lot he had just prepared for planting. 
We all went to the centre of the lot, and he there 
made a single hill, and showed us a cucumber seed. 
‘Now, boys,’said he, ‘when I put this seed into 
the ground you must run for the fence and get out 
as quick as you can.’ No sooner had he dropped 
the seed than he and the others started off as if a 
bull dog had been after them. I was so surprised 
that I forgot the warning until I saw a vine pushing 
no the ground and making for me. Then I ran as 
jf for dear life, but before I got to the feaoe the 


vine caught me and began to wind around me like 

a snake. I was very much alarmed, and nut mv 
hand to my pocket for my jack-knife, with which 
to cut myself loose ; but to my horror I could not 
get it m on account of a cucumber which hung 
there and which was growing like blazes. ” 

A Cincinnati paper indulged the credulous read¬ 
ers some tame ago with the following item • “ As a 
gentleman was going along Fifth street, he passed 
a place where some boys were playing marbles. 

One of them, in shooting his marble, cleverly put 
it under the gentleman’s foot. The gentleman 
slipped and stumbled against a lady, also passing, 
precipitating her along with himself upon a large 
dog. The dog, frightened out of its propriety, 
bolted off, and ran between the legs of another gen- 
man, who, in falling, drew the string of a kite from 
the hands of a boy. The kite, of course fell, and 
in falling frightened a span of horses attached to a 
wagon in an alley near by. The horses ran down 
the alley. A man who was building a fire in the 
carpenter’s shop by which they passed, started up 
to see what was the matter, and in doing so dropped 
his lighted match among the shavings. A fire was 
the consequence. The engines assembled, and, in 
the hurry consequent upon the alarm, a man fell 
into the track of one of them and had his arm 
broken. Is the boy who shot the marble responsi¬ 
ble for all the consequent damages ? ” 

The train of circumstances here related remind 
le of the story of the Frenchman who attempted 
to commit suicide. He was determined not to be 
thwarted in his purpose, so he provided himself 
with a ladder, a rope, a pistol, a box of matches, 
and a vial of poison, and went a little before 
tide to a post set up in the edge of the sea. 
cending the ladder, he tied one end of the rope to 
the post and the other round his neck, then he 
took the poison, set his clothes on fire, put the 
muzzle of the pistol to his ear and kicked away the 
ladder. In kicking down the ladder he sloped the 
pistol so that the ball missed his head and cut 
through the rope by which he was suspended; he 
fell into the sea, thus extinguishing the flames of 
his clothes, the sea water which he involuntarily 
swallowed counteracted the poison, and the tide 
washed him on shore high and dry, so that de- 
>ite his precautions, he remained unhanged, un- 
iot, unpoisoned, unbumed and undrowned. 

The next story shall be of a very large tree 
the State of California. A man went to the woods 
to cut it down. He had been chopping about ten 
days when he thought he would take a walk about 
the tree, just to see how much he had cut. What 
was his surprise, when he got on the other side, to 
find another man cutting on the same tree. “I 
say,” said the Californian, “how long have you 
been cutting?” “Just three weeks,” said the 
stranger. The tree was so big around that they 
had not heard the sound of each other’s axes ! 

Finally, we may mention the adventure of a 
sailor boy who for some mischievous freak was 
headed up in a water-cask, with only the bung 
hole to breathe through. The following night a 
squall came Up, and the ship went down with all 
on board, except himself in the cask. Fortunately 
it kept “bung up,” and after thirty hours floating 
about, he was cast on the shore, where, after 
making many unsuccessful efforts to release him¬ 
self, he gave himself up to die. But some cattle 
strolling along the beach were attracted to the 
cask, and in switching around it, one of them ac¬ 
cidentally slipped his tail into the bung-hole. The 
boy grasped it and held on tightly. The animal 
started off, but after running about three hundred 
yards, the cask struck against a rock and broke to 
pieces, and the boy regained his liberty. 

An old Norwegian fable tells how the original 
bear lost his caudal appendage by getting it into a 
hole. He met a fox who had some fish, and asked 
how he might also catch some. “ Drop your tail 
into a hole in the ice,” said Beynard, “and let it 
be in the water a long while—never mind the 
pangs of pain—they are bites—then pull it out 
suddenly, and you will have a large haul of fish.”

POWERS. 


When I first met Powers abroad, he had but re¬ 
cently arrived at Florence, and was known in Amer- 
cliiefly through several busts of distinguished 
i, which were generally thought remarkably au¬ 
thentic. There were in his appearance, conversa¬ 
tion and works, at this period, the clearest indica¬ 
tions of genius ; but they were not of that impres¬ 
sive and fascinating character which the imagina¬ 
tion associates with such an idea. No startling 
wildness of temperament or eccentricity of habits, 
no delicate susceptibility or extravagant opinions, 
suggested the belief that our subsequently illustri¬ 
ous countryman possessed rare gifts. His eye is 
singularly large and eloquent, and his head de¬ 
cidedly intellectual. Beyond these, no outward 
sign gives token of his abilities. But, to a reflect¬ 
ive observer, there are more genuine signatures of 
innate power than the multitude recognize. With¬ 
out any winning grace of deportment or brilliancy 
of discourse, there was visible in Powers a self- 
possossion, a freedom from affectation, and an in¬ 
tegrity of deportment that at once conveyed the 
feeling that ha was no ordinary man. 

Genius is a vague term ; but in reference to I 
man like this, it is perfectly intelligible. His force 
'lies within the region of obvious and palpable re¬ 
sults. It is clear, legible and bold. It is the ener¬ 
gy of mind conscious of its endowments, not over¬ 
whelmed by them. To no mysterious world of 
dreams does he look for revelations. In no won¬ 
drous realm of imagination are his images created. 
With the natural world around us, in its ample and 
existant beauty, does his perception deal. His 
special faculty is, first of all, to see justly, next to 
appreciate wisely, and at last to embody faithfully 
the elements of natural beauty which God has free¬ 
ly scattered over the earth. The eclectic philoso¬ 
pher accepts the fragments of truth he finds in va¬ 
rious systems, and unites them into a rational 
whole. Powers realizes a similar principle in art. 
He combines and harmonizes what nature has dis¬ 
tributed. He once pointed out to me, on the plas¬ 
ter cast of a beautiful child’s face, the minutest 
changes which death had caused, and the manner 
in which the expression of his life could be restored 
in the marble, with a minuteness that evinced most 
impressively his intimate acquaintance with nature 
as existent in the human physiognomy. His casual 
remarks on the works of art in the public galleries 

were equally significant. , , ,, 

It appeared to me very natural that he should 
read scarcely any poet but Burns, and be an ad¬ 
mirer of Franklin. Happily there is no painful dis¬ 
crepancy between the conception and execution of 
Powers. The hand deftly follows the eye, and the 
eye the mind. It is Nature that lends him both 
inspiration and material. In conversation, I was 
struck with the fact that nearly all his illustrations 
were drawn from physical fact. He compared, for 
instance, the movement of a bird’s eye he was de- 
scribing, to the vibration of the second-hand of an 
old-fashioned clock ; and the appearance of an or¬ 
gan in a cathedral, to that of a large wasp’s nest ho 


this country for several years past, and the fact that 
the increase in the number and destructiveness of 
fires now annually occurring have more than kept 
pace with the improvements that have been made 
the various means of subduing them, give interest 
some statements we find in a Paris letter to the 
Now York Hines in regard to the way to keep the 
devouring element in check at the French capital.

Five years 
ago he thought his much-wished-for opportunity 
had come, but a man sent into the building with a 
lantern to discover the fire came out and made a 
report which secured a speedy extinguishment of 
the flame. There are only twelve hundred and fifty 
firemen for the whole city of Paris, with its two 
millions of people. These firemen are selected 
from the army, must be active and intelligent, and 
are] paid forty-five francs per month. Their en¬ 
gines are small, their hose companies are old-fa¬ 
shioned and inefficient, and there is no fire alarm. 

But notwithstanding this seeming deficiency in 
the means of quelling fires, the rates of insurance 
are very low, hardly more than enough to enable 
the companies to pay office rent and clerk hire.

LETTER FROM HON. C. M. OLAY. 

St. Petebsburs, Russia, ) 
February 7. ] 

To the Editor of the Lexington](Ky.) Statesman : 

We have heard of the great drouth in Kentucky 
this year, and it is well known that the tendency 
to drouth increases yearly in our State and other 
parts of America. The causes of this are well 
known. It is the destruction of the forests. The 
forests not only prevent the rapid evaporation of 
the rain-water creeks and ponds, but by the fallen 
leaves hinder the water from rapidly passing into 
the rivers, and thus allow time for the water to soak 
into the soil and rocks and fructify vegetation. 

The large wastes in Asia which were once well 
known to have been very productive and full of 
large cities, and dense in population, are evidently 
owing to this loss of the forests. Mountainous fast¬ 
is, full of woods, and inaccessible to the farm- 
ixe only, in all countries, remain fresh in ver¬ 
dure and stable in population. The immense val¬ 
ley of the Mississippi and its tributaries, not only 
from its remoteness from the sea, the reservoir of 
rain and mist, and its want of mountains to chill 
the clouds and precipitate the showers, is threat¬ 
ened with progressive drouth and final barrenness, 
by the injudicious destruction of The forests. 

My attention is called to this subject now by the 
action of the authorities of the Province of Semiset. 
cheask, in Russia, where the failure of crops by 
drouth has caused the remedies to be carefully cr 

sidered. They have enumerated the causes gi\_ 

above by me, and suggest the remedy. I will join 
their views and mine together under the following 
heads: 

1. Let the forests be especially preserved 
mountain and hill-sides where the land is least 
valuable. 2. Let gross be substituted as far as pos¬ 
sible for plowed crops. 3. Let fruit trees and 
vines and fruit-bearing shrubs be planted, which 
sustain human life and at the same time prevent 
drouth. 4. Let iron be substituted for large tim¬ 
ber in building ; use brick instead of wood, and 
coal for fuel. By these means the ends desired 
can be possibly accomplished. To effect this, pub¬ 
lic sentiment may be invoked or legislation em¬ 
ployed.

lished at Gotha, there is an interesting article on 
the population of the earth. This was estimated by 
Busching in 1787 at 1,000,000,000 ; by Fabi and 
Stein in 1800 at 900,000,000 ; by Horschelmann ir 
1833 at 872,000,000 ; by Dieterici in 1858 at 1,288, 
000,000 ; and by Kolb in 1865 at 1,220,000,000. 
Dr. Behm estimates it at 1,350,000,000, thus dis¬ 
tributed : Europe, 285,000,000 ; Asia, 796,600,- 
000 ; Australia and Polynesia, 3,850,000 ; Africa, 
188,000,000; and America, 74,500,000. At the 
same time he aekowledged that it is impossible to 
arrive at anything more than an approximate 
notion of the population in Asia, and Africa, there 
being no census or other accurate means of as¬ 
certaining the number of inhabitants in those

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renders it impossible f„r one man’s floor to be 
burned up without burning or badly damaging the 
floors where his neighbors reside, and so insurance 
must be had against the danger from the careless¬ 
ness of neighbors. But the grand secret of the 
whole matter is that the French believe in preven¬ 
tion rather than cure, and they long ago ‘decided 
that it was cheaper to build houses so that they 
would not bum than spend money in improving 
their engines and hose carriages and building fire 
alarms. ° 

The city engineers inspect each house before it 
occupied, and any departure from fixed rules in 
subsequent changes made in the house wifi subject 
the owner to a heavy fine. Gas is believed to be 
one of the most prolific sources of fires and the 
ciiy lays such restrictions and taxes upon it as to 
almost cause its complete banishment from private 
houses. No gas pipe is ever allowed to be covered 
up in the waff or ceiling of a room, so that anv gas 
that may escape will at once escape where it can be 
attended to. The floors are laid with heavy oak 
timbers that will not bum, and whenever it is pos¬ 
sible Paris plaster is used instead of wood With 
i style of building, and a rigid system of inspec¬ 
tion, the insurance companies know that destruc¬ 
tive fires will be very infrequent, and they can 
therefore afford to fix their rates of premium very 
low. The experience of Paris certainlv demon¬ 
strates the advantages of prevention over cure and 
it may be worth while thinking of whether the Lame 
principle could not be profitably put in application 
in this country, where the question of protection 
from fires is becoming a very serious one to all pro-
